Claims 1 to 4, 6, 15, 16, 19, 23 and 30 to 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Kud et al (6,562,127). 

The Kud et al reference teaches a method of growing a layer on a plurality of 
segments, note entire reference. On a substrate, the segments are arranged on the 
substrate in an order. The segments are of the same orientation and bonded to the 
substrate, note col. 4. Then the top the layer can be deposited by standard means and 
can be epitaxial in nature. The original substrate can be removed by etching. The 
segments and the grown layer can be the same or different, note col. 6. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, 7 to 14, 17, 18, 20 to 22 and 243 to 30 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kud et al. 

The Kud et al reference is relied on for the same reasons as stated, supra, and 
differs from the instant claims in the size of the segments and substrate removal means. 
However, in the absence of unexpected results, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to determine through routine experimentation the optimum, 
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operable segments size and substrate removal in the Kud et al reference in order to 
create the desired sized epitaxial layer with a backing and a substrate removal which 
will not harm the grown layers.
